ing for action.’’ 

There is not a form of commercial and 
industrial activity that is. not seriously 
affected by the uncertainty and delay of 
tariff legislation. The distressing results 
are feltin every home in this land. In 
many homes this effect means pinching 
poverty and beggary arising from lack 
ofemployment. The factories, the shops, 
the stores wait for the last word on the 
tariff question to resume healthy and pros- 
perous activity. To stand in the way of 
this prosperity, to doom the commercial 
and industrial pursuits of the people to 
continued stagnation after the storm 
through which they have passed, is a 
political crime. 

The interests of the people have been 
sacrificed by a group of conspirators on 
the Democratic side, but that offense does 
not warrant a further sacrifice by a group 
of obstructionists on the Republican side. 
The greatest service the Senate can do the 
country now is to pass ite bill and send it 
to .conference.

LET US BE PATRIOTIC. 

The great need of the United States is an 
improved article of patriotism. 

In devotion to the flag and in the deter- 
mination to defend it against every inim- 
joal comer we are all that could be desired. 
The smallest war cloud would be a suffi- 
cient call for a million volunteers against 
the greatest war power in the world or 
against the combined powers of the 
earth. This kind of patriotism is, of 
course, necessary, butitiscommon. It is 
readily inspired by fife and drum or a pat- 
riotic orator, or a readable newspaper. 
Nothing is ‘easier than to decorate our 
school-houses with the stars and stripes 
and to celebrate the Fourth of July with 
the noisiest enthusiasm. 

In addition to this sort of patriotism 
we need a pure and elevating senti- 
ment, a love-thy-neighbor-as-thyself feel- 
ing. We must cease to endeavor to mix 
up our private interests with the govern- 
ment of the country. We must get above 
the level of the Government mule con- 
tractor of our civil war. The spectacle of 
substential American citizens making pil- 
gtimages to the national capital every 
year for the purpose of preventing a re- 
duction of bounties paid them as a reward 
for doing business in the Republic, or for 
the purpose of increasing those bounties. 
is an amazing one to those payers of taxes 
who are in no way benefited by such pil- 
grimages, These pilgrims are patriots, 
most of them, when it comes to the de- 
tense of he country, but they are blind to 
the patrictieom that locks to the general 
welfare, the greatest good to the greatest 
number of their countrymen. While they 
‘would stand by the flag, they would take 
us back morally to the Middle Ages and 
the medieval ideas of right. 

The record ef the Senate of the Fifty- 
third Congress is a painful Illustration of. 
our lack of the purest petriotism—the do- 
sire to make our country an example of. 
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n o look for some degree 
of sense and honesty in their represnta- 
tives. Having repudiated the falee states- 
men of 1890, they hoped for something 
better from the leaders of 1892. How thor- 
oughly they have been disappointed is 
evidenced everywhere. 

But we are not to despair of our patriot- 
ism, If wecan once rid ourselves of the 
idea that we need the United States Gov- 
ernment in our private business beyond 
the safety it is expected to guarantee, we 
shall be on the right road. Even United 
States Senators who keep brokers in Wall 
street will pass away when McKinleyism 
and its offspring, Coxeyism, are no more.

A GRATIFYING CHANGE, 


There ig a pleasing significance in a 
noticeable change in the style of house 
painting in this city from dark to lighter 
edlors.

The fact that 
chimneys which smoked smoke no more,

THE IMPROVED GALLOWS. 


Yankee ingenuity has not been active in 
devising improved methods of capital pun- 
ishment, but we now have something more 
than theelectrical chair. The news of the 
appearance in Connecticut of a self-acting 
gallows will draw the attention of the 
civilized world. This gallows, however, 
is not an improvement 80 far as the crim- 
inal is concerned; itis only for the relief 
of the American Sheriff, upon whom the 
stigma incident to the profession of com- 
mon hangman undeservedly rests. The 
duty of putting a criminal to death is a 
very trying one, and however necessary it 
may seem it is always more or less revolt- 
ing to an official who happens to be with- 
out brutal instincts. 

The new Connecticut. gallows is worked 
by water, the weight of which springs the 
trap as the condemned stands in his place. 
It is no more merciful to him than the old- 
fashioned structure—possibly it may be 
somewhat less, 

The objection raised against this im- 
provement is that it forces the criminal to 
commit suicide; but there are many who 
will not take this view of it. The law puts 
the criminal in the hands of the Sheriff; the 
criminal obeys the commands of the Sheriff 
in all things preparatory to the execution 
of the sentence; he obeys the command to 
accompany the Sheriff to the scaffold. Is 
not this obedience as suicidal as obedience 
to the command to step upon the trap? 
The responsibility is all upon the Sheriff, 
whatever the process of punishment may 
be. 

It is a highly disagreeable subject, this 
of capital punishment. As a deterrent the 
effect of the death penalty is considera- 
bly overestimated. Human nature, bad 
and good, is so constituted that it will 
always take risks. Railroad horrors and 
ocean perils, however often repeated, do 
not keep us at home, and murderers are 
as ready to take chances as the rest of 
mankind. Some ol us have been led to 
think that the m has several more 
chances than the traveler. One thing at 
least may be said of the gallows, the guil- 
lotine, the chair and the other 
deadly instruments: they make it 
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Iris gratifying to know that our ex-Vice- 
President, Mr. Levi P. Morton, is not only in 
good health, but that he is able to attend a 
State ball at Buckingham Paiace. Mr. Morton 
is necessary to the poultry business of this 
country, and he is still admired for his great

No sooner did Kane 
see the three men attempting 
bind up Fisher's wound than 
made a mad rush atthe quartette with the 
uplifted ax, and when he reached them he 
struck wildly at each and before he could be 
restrained Riley, Grumwald and Schultz 
were lying on the foor with severe cuts in 
their heeds. Officer Birmingham, after 
whom the Haymarket monument is 
modeled, reached the scene while 
the fight was in progress and at- 
tempted to arrest Kane. He received a 
violent biow upon the head from the ax and 
was knocked tothefioor. Seeming then to 
be satisfied with his work Kane dashed out 
of the biacksmith’s shop and ranaway. He

Pending the Maturity cf a Government 


The Attorner-General’s Power in the 
Matter—Appraising Pine Lands—Too 
Muoh Indian Bducation— Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—A question has 
arisen as to the effect of the proposed Pacific 
roads funding Dill on the individual ability 
of the Stanford estate and other stockhold- 
ers for the Government debt of the road, 
Some of the lawyers of Oongress, including 
Representative Maguire of San Francisco, 
day that a new funding act would de in the 
nature of a settlement of account between 
the Government and the roads, and that this 
settlement would be an absolute and final 
discharge of all stockholders from individual 
liability. 

The present move of the Attorney-General 
against the Stanford estate is based on the 
fact that the Pacific Railroad debt is about to 
mature. Asa default in payment is assured, 
tho Attorney-General takes the precaution to 
notify the Stanford estate that a claim will 
be made against it whem the default of the 
roads actually occurs. But the purpose of 
the funding billnow being framed in com- 
mittee is to postpone the debt before the 
default occurs. The period of postponement 
is variously estimated at from Oifty to eighty 
years, no exact time having been fixed by the 
committee. In case of such a settiement it is 
said that it would operate as a practical dis - 
charge of the Stanford estate and other 
stockholders, as no estate or individual 
property could be kept intact for fifty or 
eighty years pending the maturity of a Gov- 
ernment debt. Mr. Maguire goes farther 
and says it would be an immediate and final 
discharge. 

In view of the question involved, membDers 
of the committees are considering the ad- 
visability of a new clause in the Dill, by 
which the refunding act will not operate as a 
settiement to the extent of receiving or post- 
poning the obligation of individual stock- 
holders. 

The proposed clause would probably 
authorize the Attorney-General to make such 
collections as were possible against individ- 
ual stockholders, and apply the proesedé to 
the extinguishment of the refunded debt. 


Too Much Indian Education. 


Wasnineror, D. O., June 11.—velegate 
Mark Smith of Arizona will make an effort to 
have the appropriation for the Oarlisie In- 
dian school struck from the Indian Dill, Mr. 
Smith says the education of Indians at Car- 
lisle, Hampton and other Eastern instita- 


tions has done more harm than good. His 
observation in the Western — te has 
shown him that the woman graduates of 
these schools consider themselves superior 
to their Indian associates and turn their at- 
tention to miners and to dissolute white men 
of the Indian country, tothe destruction of 
the morals and decency ofthe Indian g'ris. 
The male graduates are also said to have 
their vicious traits sharpened so that they 
are a more dangerous class than their unlet- 
tered brothers. Mr. Smithn’s criticisms are 
confined to the Eastern schools, where the 
pupils are removed from their families and 
friends. 


A Hew Map. 

WasuhINGTON, D, O., June 11.— The work of 
a year is represented ina new map of this 
country, Canada, Mexicoand a pert of the 
West Indies, being issued by the General 


Land Office. The map is deemedthe most 
complete yet issued and over 14,000 copies 
will be distribated. It shows the extent of 
public surveys, Indian, military and forest 
reservations, railroads, canals and all 
private land claims. 


St. Croix Land Purohases. 


WASHINGTON, June II. -The Secretary of 
the Interior has reserved the decision of the 
General Land Office on the application of 
Warren K. McCord of Wisconsin to purchase

A Power Plast to Be Fut In onthe Cana- 
Gian Side of Niagara. 


BurraLo, . T., June 11.—Assured of the 
success of the big tunnel on the American 
side,the same interests which control it have 
made arrangements for the construction of 
a similar plant on the opposite side of the 
river. A meeting was held at the Falls, 
where all the necessary papers were signed 
by which the Oataract Construction Co., un- 


der the name of the Canadian Niagara Falls 
Power Co., secures the right to construct 
tunnels and bydrauvlic canals for a great 
power-generating plant. The cy were 
signed by the trustees of the Queen 
Victoria rk and the officers of the 
power company, and the plans 
were dGdeseribed by the company and 
acceptea by the commissioners, In many 
details the plans are similar to those put in 
operation oh the American side. The power- 
house and the pits will be of the same dimen- 
sions. Three mmoth turbines will be put 
in and the arrangements will be so the pit 
can be extended 1,200 feet when necessary. 
A corps of engineers g0 to work to-day stak- 
ing out the pit and the site for the power- 
house, which will be under the hill on which 
stands the Loretto Convent. The work on the 
wheel t and the short tunnel and canal 
will be begun at once and rushed to comple- 
tion. The Canadian side offers almost as 
good ah opportunity forthe development as 
the American side, and as soon as the pro- 
moters of the scheme realised this they went 
to work and covered all the available prop- 
erty with options. They have had permission 
from the Canadh Government to operate 
for some time, 4 dig force of men will be 
engaged all summer on this work.
